The University Treasurer's Office hss announced several changes 
In policies governing tuition payments and refunds which will take effect 
beginning in the Fall Semester 1964. A formal statement of the changes 
in detail has been sent to each student. 

As in previous years, tuition and fees will be due and payable in 
advance for each semester at the time of registration. However, students 
registered for six hours or more msy elect to pay one-half of the total 
tuition and fees at the time of registration and the remaining one-half 
on or before November 4, 1964, for the Fall Semester and March 17, 1963, 
for the Spring Semester. This method of payment will replace the current 
three-installment plan. Students taking less than six hours msy not defer 
their tuition payment. 

A service charge of $5 will be due and payable at the time of 
registration for the use of the new deferred payment plan. The University 
will not obligate itself to notify the individual student in advance of 
the payment due date for the second half of the semester's charges. 

Charges for room and food service are due and payable in full on 
August 1 for the Fall Semester and prior to registration for the Spring 
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For «11 schools, except the School of Medicine, the following 
•ore liberal refund schedule will apply: 

. If a student officially withdraws from the University 
during the first week of classes (on or before Septen&er 25 
for the Fall Semester 1964 and on or before February 5 for 
the Spring Semester 1965), a refund or cancellation of 90 
percent of the semester's tuition and fees will be made. 

• It * student withdraws during the second or third 
week of classes, a refund or cancellation of 75 percent of 
the semester's tuition and fees will be made. 

• 4 refund or cancellation of 50 percent of the semester's 
tuition and feea will be made if the student withdraws during 
the fourth or fifth week of classes. 

No refund will be made for withdrawals after October 23, 

1964, or March 5, 1965.

Five undergraduate traineeships and four graduate fellowships are being 
offered by the School of r ;ducation for the Academic Tear 1961*-65 under a new 
program for training teachers for the mentally retarded.

The danger of "not knowing enough about the ideas wtr'ch comprise our free 
society" was spelled out to graduates of the Corcoran School of Art during 
commencement ceremonies at the school last night (May 21) by John Anthony Brown, Jr., 
Vice President for Plans and Resources of The George Washington University. 

"The world ahead cannot be predicted," Brown declared, "All that can be predicted 
is that we are too small for it if we are afraid, if we have lost faith, if we doubt 
our traditions and suspect the great procedures under law which have protected the 
rights, and the property, of free men for almost two centuries." 

"Small men fear where courage is needed," he said. "And courage comes in part 
from knowing: knowing what we face, where we want to go, and what our society is all 
about. Too many of us continue our education professionally, but discontinue our 
studies in aread which are vital to free men." 

"V/e are afraid," suggested Brown, "of complex problems which neither the over¬ 
simplifications of the far left or the far right will satisfy. Educated men are 
afraid of a culture which reads not and reasons little." In listing the many areas 
of fear which pervade American Society, Brown included the "white men who are afraid 
of the decline of their privileges, and free men who are afraid of the power of 
totalitarianism; unsure Attit that freedom will work in a chaotic and confused age." 

While noting the importance of challenge to social progress, Brown commented 
that too many people are weighing the challenges heavier than the accomplishments. 

"We must change," he stated.St "We must hate less things, ways and people that 
are different. We must be as big as our age; we must improve ourselves as we have 
improved our technology. In this age it is dangerouf not ’to know*' in the short 

run, and fatal not 'to know' for long.

The Annual Fund at Lehigh was twice honored during this period 
with national excellence awards from the American Alumni Council and the U. S. 
Steel Foundation. 

Gould served in the U. S. Navy from 191*6 to 191*8. 
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Dr. John F. Latimer, George Washington University Marshal and Chairman of the 
Department of Classical Languages and Literatures, has been aopointed Director of 
Foreign Student Affairs at the University, effective SeDtember 1, 1961*. He has 
served as Associate Dean of Faculties since February 1, I960. In his new post he 
succeeds Professor Alan Thomas Deibert.
